GREEN THUMBS OR A HOBBY 


Gardening may be for pleasure 
or food. It matters little what our 
reason is for digging. the soil, 
among shrubs, flowers or just 
common spuds. We may wear 
gloves and get a little backache 
because our thumbs are not green. 
To all it will mean getting close 


to the ground. Life starts over 
anew in April. The first pussy 
willows have been on our window 
sill for some days-past. The fence 
Ines are looking green. For weeks 
we have been going over beauti- 
fully colored catologues. The 
bright delicate colors of the sweet 
pea, peony, gladiolus, marigold, 
dahlia, astor, pansy or poppy, has 
been reflected in our eyes, The 
smooth shape of the juicy vege- 
tables we are going to harvest 
make our mouths water. 

The wild prairie rose, “Rose 
acicularis,” Alberta’s floral em- 
blem, decorates the front of a 
small folder. It is nut out by The 
Alberta Horticultural Advisory 
Committee for all gardeners. This 
booklet recommends the varieties 
of fruit, shrubs, trees, vegetables 
or flowers that: will do best in 
*this zone. Early, medium or late, 
you have vour choice. It will tell 
those best suited for storage and 
freezing as well as prize Winning. 
It is a valuable guide for all, glove 
covered hands or those with green 
thumbs. 

Recommendations for planting 
trees and shrubs, tell when to 
-plant, preferably spring. 
roots moist and protected on 
wind and sun until planted. Dig 
holes large enough to hold roots 
without cramping and permit 
plants to be slightly deeper than 
before in the soil. In dry soil use 
liberal amounts of water, soft 
water always vives better results. 
Press the soil firmly to eliminate 
spaces which cause drying out of 
roots. Leave a small depression 
for water. 

Annual or perennial flowers, 
those suited for border or rock 
garden are listed for your choice. 
There are so many yarieties of 
suitable flowers, doubles, singles, 
or Japanese Peonies. Miniature, 
pompons or exhibition dahlias are 
listed in all shades. Iris, gladiolus 
with delicate shades of color will 
tempt vour resources. 

Vegetable varieties, behavior un- 


~ known, trial, fair or known to be 


suitable, are so clear to the green 
thumbs, but somewhat confusing 
to the hands with gloves on. At the 
fall flower and vegetable show 
the best will be marked with the 
red tags. Some gardeners like to 
show what they have grown, others 


like to -have them around the, 


home. 

The best way to plant your farm 
shelterbelt is also given freely to 
you. Summerfallow the land to 
be planted, space the rows two 
feet wider apart than the width 
of your cultivator. Then you are 
more likely to have success, be- 
cause you will keen the ground 
between the rows black. Trees 
should be six to eight feet apart 
when planted. Theye can be thin- 
ned out later. Allow at least 100 
feet between the shelterbelt and 
the buildings. Those who have seen 
the snowdrifts, after the recent 
blizzard, will know why this is 
necessary. Trees and shrubs suit- 
able for your shelterbelt are listed 
in the rose covered book. 

Beautify your home and garden, 
protect it with shrubs and trees. 
Tie the house to the ground with 
shrubs placed near corners. Make 
it more attractive, more pleasing. 
Give your home charm.

Don’t Complain Later 


Albertans have been doing lots of talk- 
ing about taxes lately, despite the fact few 
of us have any real idea of actually how much 
taxes contribute to our cost of living. 

The cost of what we buy always includes 
a lot of taxation and it is going to include a 
lot more taxation if the present plan is 
adopted of amending the Constitution so that 
the-provincial governments can levy a hidden 
sales tax of up to three per cent. 

This is supposed to be for the purpose of 
financing old age pensions, to be paid by the 
Provinces to those in need, up to the age of 
seventy. Of course, no ohe reminds the public 
that the Province of Quebec has said that 
since it now levies. various Sales Taxes, it 
would not use this plan, or that the Province 
of Nova Scotia says that it does not need this 
3 per cent, or that the Provinces of. British 
Columbia and New Brunswick say that 3 per 
cent would not be enough, or that the Prov- 
ince of Alberta, with its enormous revenues 
at present, does not require this additional 
source. 

Anyway, if this amendment goes through, 
any time the provincial government decides 
it wants more money it will be able to raise 
the price of goods by three per cent.

Farm Labor Scarcity 


There is a growing scarcity of farm labor 
in Alberta mainly due to the higher wages 
and shorter hours for city workers, and the 
provision of workmen’s compensation, medi- 
cal aid, pension payments and unemployment 
insurance. Farm workers do not qualify for 
such benefits. 

O. S. Longman, provincial deputy minis- 
ter of agriculture, says as a consequence of 
the tight farm labor situation farmers are 
going in more for wheat production and the 
production of grass-fed cattle which require 
a minimum amount of labor and provide 
maximum returns. There is a downward 
trend in dairying, hog production and poultry 
production on Alberta farms, 

Mr. Longman mentioned that in 1949 city 
workers in Alberta received $7,600,000 from 
unemployment insurance and the workmen’s 
compensation board. 


The Home and School 


Provincial gathering of the Alberta Fed- 
eration of Home and School Associations in 
Edmonton this week raises an opportunity to 
ask parents of school children whether they 
know the teachers of their children and the 
officials that operate our schools.

If Conscription Comes 
Reassuring statements"on the subject of military 
conscription have been made by two members of 
the federal govetiment since ‘the current seasion 
of parliament began. Early in the ‘session Prime 


A few days ago Milton ¢ 
Jabor, stated that he y oul a rr be ¢ 
legislation that created two whose ice men, 
one of them popularly (or unpopularly) known as 
“zombies” in the last war. : ¥ 
Mr. Gregg made it clear that his pronouncement 
was @ personal one and as such does not commit the 
government. Though Mr. Gregg occupies the labor 
portfolio, he has a splendid record of service in 
both world wars and it can be taken for granted that . 
his advice on general recruiting policies carries con- 
siderable weight in the cabinet. It is perhaps 
unlikely ‘that, at this critical time he would make 


any public statement on military matters which 


would be out of line with government thinking and 
intentions. It may be thought, therefore, that if 
conscription becomes necessary in Canada it will 
be invoked without any limitations as to the area, 
in which draftees may be required to serve. 

No political party except the small Social 
Credit group has taken the stand that compulsory 
military service is advisable now and the Social 
Crediters advocated it only for the reserve forces. 
Their motion was voted down by 146-15 in parlia- 
Outside the Social Credit ranks it won the 
support of only four Progressive Conservative mem- 
bers and one Independent. Aside from the near- 
unanimity on the question, the most noteworthy 
feature of the debate was the lack of: acrimonious 
exchanges and accusations which the subject would 
certainly have evoked only a few years ago. 

At the outset of World War II, the Mackenzie 
King government felt it necessary in the interests 
of national unity in the conflict to give its assur- 
ance that conscription would not be imposed. As 
the war picture darkened, a plebiscite was held on 
the question, the result releasing the government 
from its “no conscription” pledge. Compulsory ser- 
vice for home defence was inaugurated. When, in 
1944, draftees were sent overseas as infantry re- 
inforcements, a cabinet crisis was precipitated and 
it was freely predicted that the government had 
lost any chance of ever carrying Quebec province 
again. Instead, the Liberals won Quebec by big 
margins in the next two general elections. 

The evidence is mounting that conscription is 
no longer a serious disruptive issue. This augurs 
well for a greater degree of national unity than ever 
before in meeting the heavy tasks imposed by 
menacing world conditions. There is every reason 
to hope that the ideal of a truly united Canada, to 
which Laurier and King dedicated their lives, may 
be realized during the term of the administration 
headed by their political heir, Louis St. Laurent. 


Do We Need More Rain? 


Dr. Irving Langmuir of the General Electric 
Research Laboratories in Schenectady, New York, 
is convinced that man can create artificial 
weather. 

Dr. Langmuir has been successful in produc- 
ing rain on many occasions. Best results were ob- 
tained in a test in New Mexico in the summer of 
1949. He said, “We started at 5:30 am., using a 
smoke generator with burnt charcoal pellets, im- 
pregnated with silver iodide. At 10:10 am. the 


first flash of lightning apepared. By the end of the 
day we had worked 13 hours, used $13.40 of the 
compound and produced 320 billion gallons of 
rain.” ‘ 

The basic idea in Dr. Langmuir’s rain making 


ds to select clouds that are “super cooled” to be- 


low zero temperatures, and that also contain ap- 
preciable amounts of water in the form of droplets 
too tiny to freeze. If enough of these droplets 
merge at one place they freeze solid and fall to 
earth as rain or snow, depending on weather con- 
ditions. 

To produce this effect, particles of dry ice and 
silver iodide are used. The particles serve as 
“seed” to which water droplets will attach them- 
selves until enough gather to form ice crystals. 
Theoretically the crystals will “trigger” an at- 
mospheric chain reaction that will produce legions 
of other crystals.

— (BUP) — Just because little girls look 


“cute’ in fluffy dancing ¢ostumes doesn’t mean they should, be 


on -the stage, according to a Canadian dancing teacher who 


ought to know. 


Gweneth Lloyd, one of the 


.founders of the Winnipeg ballet, 


gave parents here some tins on 
what their attitude should be to- 
ward the dancing lessons of their 
young offsprings. 

“Parents who send their little 
Susie to dancing school just to 
see her strutting her stuff in a 


dance -recital have the wrong _ 


idea -about dancing,” she said. 
“Dancing should be studied for its 
own sake and for its educational 
value, and not necessarily for per- 
formance.” 

Miss Lloyd remarked that in 18 
years of teaching in Canada, she 
had never held a recital. 

She described dancing as impor- 
tant for a child’s education be- 
cause it develops self-confidence, 
rhythm and musical appreciation.

Canada’s Census to Mark — 


Changes In Agriculture 


In the 1951 Census of Agriculture, which will be taken in 


June, enumerators will gather 


statistical data from farmers 


throughout Canada which will be used in measuring the 


changes that have occurred in 
last all-Candda census in 1941, 

The data will also be used to 
establish a new base or “bench- 
mark’ for the annual estimates 
ef field and forage crops pub- 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. : 

As in the past, census enumer- 
ators will visit each individual , 
farmer to assist in the comple- 
tion of the census schedule. The 
Bureau will make provision for 
farmers to obtain advance, copies 
of the schedule. This will enable 
fermers to fill in as much of the 
information as possible before the 
enumerator calls, thus saving the 
time of both farmers and enumer- 
ators. j 

Due mainly to the opening to 
settlement and later development 
of the prairie lands there has 
been a sharp increase in the acre- 
age devoted to field crops in 
Canada in the past 50 years, 
according to census data and 
annual acreage estimates. The 
Census of 1901 placed the area 
under field crops at 19,800,000 
acres. By 1941 the figure had 
risen to 55,800,000 acres, and in
